W ASHINGTON.—The administration’s hopes of a satis- 
factory bill to revive the Office of Price Administration pretty 
well flew out of the gloomy skylights of the senate chamber 
Tuesday night, and the Truman administration suffered 6 
stunning reverse, 

By a husky vote of 49 to 26, a Republican-Democratisé 
coalition pushed through an amendment exempting meat, pouls 
try and eggs from all future price ceilings. Almost certainly 
this vote will undam a flood of other exemption amendments, 
the first of which probably will cover milk and staples 

Almost certainly, also, a bill so denatured will again 

be vetoed by President Truman.

WASHINGTON, (AP)—Fiorello La Guardia, director- 
general of UNRRA, gancunsed att ool that he has stopped 
shipment of all relief goods to China except vital foods. He 

® said the action was taken because of China’s inability to trans- 
port goods inland to needy areas. 

It was contended also that some relief goods were being 
diverted for political ends. 

Mr. La Guardia’s action cut off shipments to China of 
farm machinery, fertilizers, fishing boats, trucks, steel 
rails, locomotives, clothing and textiles 

(A Shanghai dispatch said more that 250 UNRRA employes 
there sent a message to Mr. La Guardia that valuable relief 
supplies were being wasted, were deteriorating and were being 
stolen ‘‘while the starving continue to starve and the needy 
remain without 

(The message said it was the considered judgment of the 
signers the Chinese government was improperly handling 
UNRRA supplies and services.) 

Cheng Pao Nan, representative here of the Chinese National 
Relief and Rehabilitation Administration, said Mr. La Guardia’s 
action means stoppage of the major portion of the entire 
UNRRA program for China, amounting to about $600,000,000,

The Housing Failure 

According to well substantiated figures 
residential building in Canada during 
June was ten million dollars below that 
of May. It was also about ten million 
dollars below June of last year 

In April, Reconstruction Minister 
Howe set the housing objective for the 
year ending March, 1947, at 60.000 new 
dwellings. So far, with this building year 
more than a quarter gone and the period 
of construction half over only 20,535 
houses have been started 

It must be admitted | labor trouble 
and a shortage of materials have lowed 
up the program. But what are the housing 


authorities in Ottawa doing to remove 
Such bottlenecks? What ha bee done 
to implement Mr. Howe's promise made 
months ago, that the housing shortage 
would be treated as a national 
emergency’? 

Only one step has been taken—the 
order that 50 percent of ritish Colum- 
bia’s lumber output must be reserved for 
the Canadian market instead of the former 
35 percent! 

The truth is that Ottawa has never 
shown any sign of regarding the housing 
shortage as a national emergency and has 
done little more than play around with 
a situation that seriously affects the lives 
and futures of tens of thousands of Can- 
adian citizens, many of whom served their 
country in the armed force 

Steps must be taken to speed up the 
production of buiiding materials and 
make them available to Canadian home 
builders And above all, steps must be 
taken to provide public money in the form 
of subsidies for homes for those Canadians 
whose incomes will only allow a n thly 
rental of frem $18 to $25—a class whose 
need has not been touched by any p f 
building program

A Wholesale Increase 


Edmonton’s population has increased 
in one year from 111,745 to 114976, accord- 


ing to the civic census figures just re- 
leased. 
In the current total, 87.173 people are 


resident on the north side of the river and 


27,803 on the south side. The increase 
on the south side is 2,111 and on the north 
Side 1,120. The former is almost a record 


increase because of the establishment of 
Wartime Housing dwellings in that area 
while the latter is the lowest in some 
years 

There is no need to feel discourage- 
ment because the population growth on 
the north side of the river has not exceeded 
any previous years. Boom growth un- 
healthy And this figure represents a 
healthy growth that is substantial with- 


out being startling 

Indeed, in the case of a city which 
lives largely on the agricultural prosperity 
of the surrounding country, it would be 
unfortunate if urban growth were pro- 
moted at the expense of rural population 


Edmonton population should increase 


not in proportion to the dreams of fanatic 
patriots who would build a great metropolis 
at any cost, but in proportio to indus- 
trial expansion here. A rate of population 
growth that exceeds the rate of industrial 
expansion can very easily be unwholesome

Harnessing Science 


One of the encouraging aspects of the 
present day picture, whose encouraging 
features obviously need to be cherished, 
is the manner in which the products of 
scientific research are being harnessed 
to the needs of industry 

A generation ago or even half a gen- 
eration ago, there was a gap of nearly 
fifty years between laboratory discovery 
and practical use. That is to say, it re- 
quired almost half a century to put into 


actual public operation the discoveries of 
Science. 

This gap seems to have narrowed 
down in a startling manner. 


Among the scientific wonders now out 
of the blueprint stage and in active devel- 
opment by United Kingdom technicians 


are jet-driven locomotives, a trans-Atlantic 
jet-plane that will cruise at 550 miles per 
hour, new radar devices that will make 
roads railways and ports more accident 
free, a liner of the Queen Mary type 
driven by atomic power 

Production, which is the only source 
of wealth, will benefit immeasurably by 
the reduction in the lag between scientific 
and industrial acnievment

According to the} 
authorities in Warsaw, last week's terrible 
pogrom at Kielce was started by a small 
boy, who under coaching by anti-Semitic 
agitators, spread an utterly groundless 
story that he had been kidnapped and 
threatened by Jews. Without pausing to 
investigate, his enraged fellow-townsmen 


fell upon the local Jewish community. Be- 
fore the army managed to restore order, 
forty-one people had lost their lives.

LONDON 
Although retail prices have soared in Brit- 
ain in the last six years and are still rocketing 


upward, nobody in the kingdom knows in statis- 
tical terms just what the cost of living amounts 


to. 


The last cost-cf-living index was compiled 
in 1914 when a man’s ready-to-wear suit cost 
about $12 against more than $70 today; but 


as that is the only index which the government 
possesses, it has had to be used ever since as the 
only statistical measuring rule. 

On the basis of the 1914 index, the cost of 
living has dropped from 104 percent above the 
pre-war figure last year to 103 percent above on 
the same date this year. To the British wagee 
earner who is paying more for virtually everye 
thing he buys today, this mathematical come 
putation is infuriating. 


One comforting aspect of the situation is 
that the government knows its index is just a 
stale joke and is willing to do something about 
it. Chancellor of the Exchequer Hugh Dalton 
is rounding up an advisory committee to revise 
the index and bring it up to date. The committee 
study as part of its job the Canadian 
living cost index which served with a consider<- 
able degree of accuracy to provide a base for 
bonuses in Canadian industry during the war. 

It is felt necessary to have the new index 
readv by 1948, when the new social insurance 
scheme will probably be brought into force and 
will require some accurate measure of living 
costs as a basis for benefits and assistance. 


If 18 months seem a long time to take in 
bringing the pre-war index up to date, it is 
recalled that in 1936 the government set about 
the same job and that it was unfinished when 
war was declared three years later. 

The old statistical table was based on the 
average British worker's living costs. In those 
days the worker did not pay income tax, he 
spent 60 percent of his budget on food and 
only four percent on such items as insurance, 
entertainment and holidays. Now he

In the absence of any revised official index, 
the newspaper Daily Mail has drawn up a 
table comparing some ordinary 1914 prices with 
those of today.

Here are some of them: Alarm clocks, from 
$1.45 (in 1914) to $4.35 today; bedsteads from 
$8.50 to $89.50; frying pans from l15c te $1.45; 
hot water bottles from 75c to $2.90; travelling 
trunks from $12.95 to $25.95; umbrellas from 
$1.10 to $6.50; vacuum cleaners from $14.15 to 
$53.95.

As Britain’s summer crops of fruit and 
trickle into retail stores throughout 
the land, an ancient controversy is raging again: 
Who gets the fat profits which somebody is 


making out of these commodities? 


Housewives point to the often fantastie 
prices which they have to pay for common 
vegetables (85 cents for a small bunch of beets, 
60 cents for a boiling of green peas which will 
searcely serve three people). Farmers simul- 
| taneously complain that 
| from wholesalers are scarcely 
costs, and that they often wind up with a heavy 
loss on one or other of their staple crops. 


| The powerful and growing Agricultural 
Workers’ Union has crystallized the controversy 
into a single, all-embracing demand: That fruit 
and vegetable distribution be immediately tak- 
en out of its present free-enterprise framework 
| and organized into a series of publicly-controlled 
and operated marketing schemes which will 
| fix prices all down the line 

The workers talked bitterly of “profit-snate 
ching distributors” whose exorbitant profits ac- 
count for the spread, often running from 500 
to 1,000 percent between the price the farmer 
gets and the price the housewife has to pay. 
Promptly, the official labor and trade union 
newspaper “Daily Herald,” set out to justify 


the union’s demand with an investigation into 
the present distribution set-up. Its aim was to 
track down the “‘‘profit-snatchers” and pin 


| down the blame. 


It started off by blaming the retailers, who, 
it says, ask 10 cents for the cheapest lettuce, 
|; 16 cents for an average head, which they buy 
at the great Covent Garden wholesale market 
for two cents each, or four cents for superfine; 
the farmer gets about six cents for two dozen 


head. This means that out of the $3.84 which 
housewives pay for two dozen lettuce, $3.78 
represents middlemen's profits and distribution 
costs. Simiiar figures apply to other commodit- 
ies like cabbage and green peas. 

In the country towns, where vegetable farms 
lie all around, the “Herald” investigator found 
that, assuming a price of 12 cents per pound, 
the housewife would pay about $450 for the 
produce of one acre; of this the farmer gets 
only $100—although he delivers directly to the 
retail stores. That $100 represents a net loss 
of $55 

When the investigation had reached this 
»Oint, the retailers answered back. London store- 
keepers said they had to pay exorbitant prices 
to the wholesalers, and that much of the pro- 
auc they bought was under weight or of such 
poor quality that heavy waste resulted. 

Further, they said, they must contend with 
the pernicious “conditions of sale’ which some 


Wholesalers impose. If a retailer wants a supply 
of searce cherries (controlled price) for instance, 
he has to take large quantities of cabbage and 
lettuce at top prices. Somehow, he has to recoup 
these If he doesn’t buy cherries, his cus- 
are dissatisfied; if he complains about 
conditions of sale which are strictly 
by the rationing and price control 
the wholesalers black-list him and 
ends up by getting no supplies at all.
